Iraqis Abroad Ready to Vote 


Expatriates across U.S. flock to register for Jan. 30 election 


SOUTHGATE, MICHIGAN I Iraqi expatriates 
began registering to vote Monday in five 
U.S. cities for their homeland’s first inde- 
pendent election in nearly 50 years. 

“This is a great moment for me and for the 
people of Iraq,” said Abdulrasul al-Hayder, 
48, as he registered in this Detroit suburb. 
“This is the moment when Iraqis will put 
their stamp on the democracy.” 

Registration sites also were set up in 
California, Tennessee, Illinois and Maryland, 
the only place for Iraqis living in the Northeast 
and Mid-Atlantic to vote. 


Several hundred people trickled into the 
New Carrollton, Md., registration center 
throughout the day. Many came with several 
generations of their family, including older 
relatives who lived under Saddam Hussein’s 
regime and younger Iraqi Americans who had 
spent little time in their native country. 

Security was tight. Those registering had 
to pass through a metal detector to get in. 

Officials from the International Center 
for Migration, which is running overseas 


voting for the Iraqi government, predict 
that roughly 22,000 Iraqis will vote at the 
Maryland location. Busloads were expected 
to arrive over the next week from Boston, 
Philadelphia and New York. 

Election officials estimate 1.2 million Iraqis 
living outside their country will be eligible to 
vote in the Jan. 30 elections. Voters are being 
asked to chose members of the 275 -member 
Assembly, which will have a one -year man- 
date. Their responsibilities will include elect- 
ing a president and two deputy presidents, and 
drafting Iraq’s Constitution, (ap)

A Littleton, Colo., dentist 
Wednesdayfound the source 
of Patrick Lawler’s toothache:

Lawler, 23, hit himself in the face 
with what he thought was the butt of 
the gun on Jan. 6.

A Polish woman who pretended to be 
a ghost and “haunted” a castle was 
sentenced to four months in prison 
by a court in Rome, Agence France- 
Presse reported Friday.

Reeling the Burn 

A large pile of composting manure 
that has been burningforalmosttwo 
months has neighbors in Milford, Neb., 
upsetand state officials looking fora 
way to put it out. From a distance, the 
fire looks like steam rising from the 
large cattle feedlot. But when the 
winds pick up, it’s more than a vapor 
to neighbors, whocan smell the result 
from as far as nine miles away. David 
Dickinson, who owns and operates 
Midwest Feeding Co., said he tried 
to spread the pile and douse it with 
water, but bad weather slowed his 
efforts. The fire began when grass 
clippings spontaneously combust- 
ed, he said. Dickinson said he hopes 
to put outthefire within a month, but 
said that he needs to make enough 
room to spread the pile. The state’s 
Department of Environmental Quality 
last week recommended some ways 
to control thefumes, spokesman Rich 
Webster said, and ordered thatthefire 
be extinguished, (ap)

U.N.’s Annan to Nominate 
Veneman to Head UNICEF 

Secretary- General Kofi Annan said 
Monday he plans to nominate U.S. 
Agriculture Secretary Ann Veneman 
to replace Carol Bellamy as head 
of the U.N. Children’s Fund. The 
post has traditionally gone to an 
American, and the Bush adminis- 
tration had chosen Veneman as its 
candidate. UNICEF’s board must 
approve the choice of a new execu- 
tive director, (ap) 

MADISON, WIS. 

Suspect in Slayings of 3 Men 
Kills Himself on Eve of Trial 

A college freshman charged with 
killing three men in their sleep 
hanged himself from a sprinkler 
head in his jail cell Monday, one 
day before his trial was to begin, 
authorities said. Officials were still 
investigating how Meng- Ju Wu was 
able to hang himself at the county 
jail. Wu, 20, came from Taiwan to 
study Chinese at the University of 
Wisconsin-Madison. (ap) 

NEW YORK 

Executives Accused of 
Looting at Tyco Face Retrial 

Two top Tyco International execu- 
tives accused of looting $600 million 
of company money go on trial for a 
second time Tuesday. The executives’ 
first trial was aborted last year due 
to a menacing letter and telephone 
call to a juror. Prosecutors plan to 
present a leaner, shorter case this 
time around, (ap) 


ATLANTA I Americans inspired by 
Martin Luther King Jr. took part 
in marches and rallies around the 
country Monday, drawing from the 
late civil rights leader’s message to 
speak out on issues such as the tsu- 
nami crisis and the Iraq war. 

In King’s hometown, parade 
spectators lined the streets danc- 
ing to Stevie Wonder’s “Happy 
Birthday” and listening to King’s 
speeches blaring over the loud- 
speakers. Despite Monday’s chilly 
temperatures, thousands of march- 
ers then walked through the Atlanta 
district where King grew up. 

In a service marking the hol- 


iday at the historic Ebenezer 
Baptist Church, Martin Luther 
King III asked the congregation 
to remember his father’s legacy 
of peace as America wages war in 
Iraq, and to remember his message 
of compassion in light of the tsu- 
nami disaster. 

“Let us respond to this challenge 
by reaching out to help our sisters 
and brothers who are suffering 
because of the tsunami,” he said. 

Among other events, thousands 
marched in San Antonio, and in 
Philadelphia, 45,000 volunteers 
showed up for a day of service named 
for the civil rights leader, (ap) 


President says he has 
‘big agenda planned as 
inaugural week begins 

WASHINGTON | President Bush said 
he has “a big agenda in mind” for his 
second term that begins this week 
and that four years is going to be a 
short time to meet all his goals. 

“We got to get 
moving and get 
some things done 
before — before peo- 
ple kind of write me 
off,” Bush told CBS 
News in an inter- 
view Monday. 

He said he hopes that with 
his final election behind him. 
Republicans and Democrats in 
Congress will work together to 
pass his legislation. Unity will be 
the most important theme of his 
inaugural address on Thursday, he 
said as he taped separate interviews 
with CBS, ABC and NBC. 


PARK CITY, UTAH I Authorities ended 
a large-scale search for victims of 
last week’s massive avalanche 
Monday and said there is a good 
chance a body found over the week- 
end was the lone victim. 

In northern Idaho, meanwhile, 
two snowboarders from Gonzaga 


“I have a responsibility to try to 
unite this country to achieve big 
things for all Americans,” Bush 
told ABC News. “I will say that in 
my inaugural address. I’m looking 
forward to the challenge.” 

He said he’ll announce his “big 
agenda” at the State of the Union 
address in two weeks, but it will 
reflect his campaign promises. 
Those include overhauling Social 
Security and the legal liability 
system; improving the tax code, 
school standards and the budget 
process. 

Before the State of the Union, 
Iraqis will hold the first elections 
for their new government. Although 
turnout is not expected to be high 
as voters face violence at the polls. 
Bush said the election itself is a suc- 
cess. “Having the vote is a victory for 
those of us who love freedom,” Bush 
told “NBC Nightly News.” 

The week’s inaugural festivities 
include a salute to the military and

Greener ears powered 
by natural gas losing 
ground to hybrids 

LOS ANGELES I Ann Deren-Lewis 
thought it would be hard to give up 
her Jeep Cherokee — she saw SUVs 
everywhere she went. Then a new 
job 40 miles away got her thinking 
about guzzling gas. 

Out went the Jeep and in came 
a Honda Civic running on com- 
pressed natural gas, an alterna- 
tive fuel cheaper than gasoline. 
Her car isn’t a hybrid, the increas- 
ingly popular vehicles fueled by gas 
and electricity; environmentalists 
say it’s even better. 

But despite drivers like Deren- 
Lewis, automakers are retreating 
from vehicles which run on natu- 
ral gas or electricity. Car makers 
say there’s little buyer demand for 
so-called “alt-fuel” vehicles. 


Meanwhile, hybrids such as the 
Toyota Prius are flourishing. At the 
2005 North American Auto Show in 
Detroit, automakers touted hybrid 
SUVs and sedans. 

Automakers favor hybrids 
because buyers can fill up at regular 
gas stations, said Gloria Bergquist, 


a spokeswoman for the Alliance of 
Automobile Manufacturers. 

“While natural gas is widely 
available, the number of refuel- 
ing stations is a small universe,” 
she said. “We can build the vehi- 
cles but we can’t build the fueling 
infrastructure.” TIM molloy (ap)

Harvard Chief’s Speech Draws Criticism 


CAMBRIDGE, MASS. I The president of 
Harvard University prompted criti- 
cism for suggesting that innate dif- 
ferences between the sexes could 
help explain why fewer women suc- 
ceed in science and math careers. 

Lawrence H. Summers, speak- 
ing Friday at an economic confer- 


ence, also questioned how great a 
role discrimination plays in keeping 
female scientists and engineers from 
advancing at elite universities. 

The remarks prompted 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology biologist Nancy Hopkins 
— a Harvard graduate — to walk 


out on Summers’ talk, The Boston 
Globe reported. 

Summers told the Globe he was 
discussing hypotheses based on the 
work assembled for the conference, 
not expressing his own views. 

Organizers said Summers was 
asked to be provocative and that he 
was invited as atop economist, not 
as a Harvard official, (ap) 


Family’s Funeral 
Sparks Tensions 

JERSEY CITY, N. J. | A funeral for 
an Egyptian Christian couple 
and their two daughters slain last 
week devolved into a melee after 
the services Monday, with mourners 
shoving and punching each other 
as many blamed Muslims for the 
killings. 

Investigators are looking into the 
possibility that Hossam Armanious, 
47, his wife, Amal Garas, 37, and 
their daughters, Sylvia, 15, and 
Monica, 8, were slain by a Muslim 
angered over postings that the father 
wrote in an Internet chat room. 

The family is part of the Coptic 
Orthodox Church, whose members 
make up about 10 percent of Egypt’s

population. Copts generally live in 
peace with Muslims, but violence 
has flared in Egypt recently, includ- 
ing protests last month that flared 
into stone -throwing and arrests. 

The New Jersey family’s bod- 
ies were found bound and gagged 
Friday, their throats and heads 
stabbed repeatedly. No arrests 
have been made, (ap)

New Roles Emerging for Bush Twins 


President’s daughters 
may have more publie 
personas in new term 

WASHINGTON | Much has changed 
for Barbara and Jenna Bush in the 
four years since their father, George 
W. Bush, was elected and re-elect- 
ed president. 

In 2000, the twins were camera- 
shy Texas high school students who 
made it clear they wanted no part 
of his campaign to become the sec- 
ond Bush elected president. 

Four years later, “the girls” — 
as their mother, Laura Bush, often 
refers to them — assumed public 
roles in their dad’s campaign. 

Now, with their parents’ futures

set for the next four years, 23 -year- 
old Barbara and Jenna Bush — who 
graduated from college last year — 
are getting to work on their own. 

Jenna Bush plans to live in the 
District of Columbia and put her 
English degree from the University 


of Texas at Austin to use teaching 
at one of the city’s public elemen- 
tary schools. 

Barbara Bush’s plans have not 
yet been announced. She earned a 
humanities degree from Yale and 
is said to be interested in working 
with people with AIDS. 

Few ever had seen the twins, let 
alone heard them speak, before their 
debut at last summer’s Republican 
convention in New York. 

“Jenna and I are really not very 
political, but we love our dad too 
much to stand back and watch from 
the sidelines,” Barbara Bush said 
during their five-minute speech. 
“We realized that this would be his 
last campaign, and we wanted to be 
apart of it.” darlene superville (ap)

LOS ANGELES I Fox says it covered 
up the naked rear end of a cartoon 
character recently because of ner- 
vousness over what the Federal 
Communications Commission 
will find objectionable. 

The latest example of TV net- 
work self-censorship because of FCC 
concerns came a few weeks ago dur- 
ing a rerun of a “Family Guy” car- 


toon. Fox electronically blurred a 
character’s posterior, even though 
the image was seen five years ago 
when the episode originally aired. 

“We have to be checking and sec- 
ond-guessing ourselves now,” the 
president of Fox entertainment, Gail 
Berman, said Monday. “We have to 
protect our affiliates.” 

The move follows the FCC’s 


decision in October to fine 169 Fox 
stations $7,000 each for airing an 
episode of “Married By America” 
that showed people licking whipped 
cream from strippers’ bodies. 

Separately, at PBS, executives 
said this weekend they will edit 
out a glimpse of a naked woman 
in a fictional account of a terror- 
ist “dirty bomb” attack that will 
air next month after being shown 
first on HBO. (ap)

Violence in Iraq Claims 20 


Insurgents kidnap archbishop, attack Marines 


BAGHDADI Insurgents kidnapped a 
Catholic archbishop and targeted 
security forces in a series of brazen 
assaults Monday that killed more 
than 20 people. A suicide bomber 
attacked U.S. Marines in Ramadi, 
where insurgents also beheaded two 
Shiite Muslims and left their bod- 
ies on a sidewalk. 

The top U.S. general in Iraq pre- 
dicted violence during the Jan. 30 
national election but pledged to do 
“everything in our power” to ensure 
voters’ safety. As part of a crack- 


down, U.S. troops arrested more 
than 100 suspects over the past 
three days, U.S. officials said. 

In Mosul, Archbishop Basile 
Georges Casmoussa of the Syrian 
Catholic Church was seized by gun- 
men and the Vatican condemned 
the abudction as a “terrorist act.” 
He was grabbed while walking in 
front of his church, a priest said on 
condition of anonymity. 

Christians make up just 3 per- 
cent of Iraq’s 26 million people. 

The deadliest attacks Monday 


occurred in the flashpoint region 
north and west of Baghdad where 
Sunni Muslim insurgents are seek- 
ing to derail the election. 

In Buhriz, 35 miles north of 
Baghdad, gunmen attacked an Iraqi 
National Guard checkpoint, killing 
eight soldiers. A suicide driver set 
off a car bomb at a police station in 
Beiji, 155 miles north of the capital, 
killing seven policemen. 

Also, a U.S. spokesman said 
Marines suffered an undisclosed 
number of casualties in a suicide 
car bombing in Ramadi, 70 miles 
west of Baghdad, robert h. reid (ap)

Aceh Rebels Deny 
Planning Attack on 
Tsunami Aid Crews 

BANDA ACEH, INDONESIA I Security 
fears again threatened to hamper 
tsunami relief efforts Monday, with 
UN. officials banning aid workers 
from traveling in parts of devastated 
Aceh province following reports that 
fighting had broken out between 
Indonesian government forces and 
insurgents. 

The travel ban also came after 
Denmark warned its aid workers 
to beware of an imminent terror 
attack — a caution that prompted 


UN. officials to launch an investiga- 
tion and declare a state of “height- 
ened awareness” in Aceh, where sep- 
aratists have been fighting for an 
independent state for decades. 

Insisting that aid workers had 
nothing to fear, rebel leader Tengku 
Mucksalmina dismissed Indonesian 
government claims that insurgents 
might attack relief convoys in hopes 
of stealing food for their fighters. 

“Our mothers, our wives, our 
children are victims from this 
tragedy. We would never ambush 
any convoy with aid for them,” 
Mucksalmina told The Associated 
Press from his jungle hideout out- 
side Banda Aceh. “We want [aid 
groups] to stay.” lely t. djuhari (ap)

China on Alert After Zhao’s Death

Ex-leader spent years 
under house arrest for 
pro-Tiananmen stanee 

BEIJING I Zhao Ziyang, who was 
ousted as China’s Communist Party 
leader after sympathizing with 
the 1989 Tiananmen Square pro- 
democracy protests and became a 
symbol of the era’s shattered hopes, 
died Monday after 15 years under 
house arrest. He was 85. 

The cause of death wasn’t imme- 
diately announced, but the official 
Xinhua News Agency said Zhao suf- 
fered from multiple respiratory and 
cardiovascular ailments and died 
at a Beijing hospital. 

Zhao, a former premier and the 
articulate protege of late supreme 
leader Deng Xiaoping, helped to 
launch China’s economic boom. But 
he fell out of favor with Deng and 
was purged on June 24, 1989, after 
the military crushed the student-led 
protests, killing hundreds and pos- 
sibly thousands of people. He was 


accused of “splitting the party” by 
supporting demonstrators. 

“Zhao made the right choice. 
He stood with the correct side of 
history,” said Ding Zilin, a retired 
Beijing academic whose son was 
among the slain protesters. 

The government took steps 


Monday to minimize any public 
reaction to Zhao’s death, apparently 
still worried about his potential as 
a political symbol. 

The official announcement to 
China’s people was limited to a two- 
sentence Xinhua report carried by 
Web sites and afternoon newspa- 


pers. But Xinhua sent an advisory 
telling radio and television broad- 
casters not to use it. CNN broad- 
casts to hotels and apartment com- 
plexes for foreigners were blacked 
out when they mentioned Zhao. 

Two busloads of troops stood 
guard on Tiananmen Square, (ap) 


Prince’s ‘Costume’ 
Sparks EU Debate 
Over Nazi Symbois 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I The European 
Union’s top justice official was con- 
sidering on Monday whether the 25- 
nation bloc should ban the use of 
Nazi symbols after Britain’s Prince 
Harry wore a swastika armband to 
a costume party. 

Franco Frattini, the EU’s justice 
and home affairs commissioner, said 
he was open to discussing the issue 
at a Jan. 27 meeting of EU justice 
and interior ministers. 

The call came after several 
German lawmakers in the European 
Parliament urged a bloc-wide ban on 
the swastika and other Nazi symbols. 
Germany already has such a ban. 

Socialist Helmut Kuhne of 
Germany called Harry a “royal 
idiot,”but a British Liberal Democrat 
questioned the need for a ban. 

“Banning symbols cannot ban 
evil and risks playing into the hands 
of those who would seek to subvert 
the very liberties we most champi- 
on,” said Chris Davies, (ap)

Judge Indicts 8 on Charges 
Of Giving Aid to 9/11 Suspects 

A Spanish judge indicted eight peo- 
ple on terrorism charges Monday, 
saying they provided logistical help 
and false documents for suspects in 
the Sept. 11 attacks, including Ramzi 
Binalshibh, an alleged would-be 
Sept. 11 hijacker who has been in 
U.S. custody since his 2002 capture 
in Pakistan. He is believed to have 
been the main contact between al 
Qaeda and a group of Sept. 11 attack- 
ers in Hamburg, Germany, (ap) 

RUSSIA 

Putin Responds to Public 
Outrage Over Social Reform 

President Vladimir Putin on Monday 
promised a moderate increase in 
pensions and accused officials of 
failing to properly implement a 
Kremlin- sponsored social reform 
that cuts off benefits to millions 
of Russians. The law took effect 
Jan. 1, sparking the largest outburst 
of public anger in Putin’s five years in 
power. Putin’s comments, shown at 
length on state-run television, were 
his first since the unpopular change 
took effect, (ap)

66-Year-Old Mother and 
Newborn in Good Condition 

A 66 -year- old professor claims 
to have become the world’s oldest 
woman to give birth, and doctors 
said Monday she and her day-old 
baby daughter were in good con- 
dition in intensive care. Doctors 
at the Giulesti Maternity Hospital 
in Bucharest said Adriana Iliescu 
became pregnant through in vitro 
fertilization using sperm and egg 
from anonymous donors, (ap)

Abbas Tells Forces 
To Curb Militants 


Palestinian PM urges 
crackdown on groups 
after attack on Israelis 

RAM ALL AH, WEST BANK | Palestinian 
leader Mahmoud Abbas, under 
growing pressure to rein in mili- 
tants, ordered his security forces 
Monday to prevent attacks on Israel 
and investigate a deadly shooting 
of Israeli civilians last week. 

But Palestinian security officials 
were short on details about possi- 
ble actions against armed groups, 
and a spokesman for Hamas said 
his extremist group would contin- 
ue attacks. 

The order by Abbas, approved 
by his Cabinet, was the Palestinian 
leadership’s first step against mil- 
itants since six Israelis were slain 
Thursday at the Kami crossing 
between Israel and Gaza Strip. 

While Israel’s government cau- 
tiously welcomed the announcement, 
it remained unclear how far Abbas 
was willing to go. He has insisted he 
will use persuasion, not force, to get 
militants to halt violence. 

Palestinian ministers said Abbas 
planned to travel to Gaza on Tuesday, 


a day earlier than initially planned, 
for talks with two militant groups, 
Hamas and Islamic Jihad. 

Abbas’ victory in the Jan. 9 elec- 
tion for president of the Palestinian 
Authority raised hopes for a break- 
through in Mideast peacemaking 
because he has been an outspoken 
critic of violence and is eager to 
resume negotiations with Israel. 

But the Kami attack, two days 
before Abbas was sworn in, swept 
away Israeli goodwill, and Israeli 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon sus- 
pended contacts with Abbas, (ap)

the baby boomers are aging.” 

Even so, elected officials say a 
40 percent increase in the senior 
population this decade is a big 
shift for both county tax dollars 
and services.

Hotel Workers to 
Vote on Contract 


Approval would avoid 
strike in D.C. during 
inaugural festivities 

WASHINGTON I About3,500 workers 
at some of the city’s fanciest hotels 
will vote Tuesday on a proposed 
new contract. 

Polls will stay open for 12 hours 
at the Mount Vernon Place United 
Methodist Church in Northwest 
Washington. The results are 
expected to be announced Tuesday 
night. 

Maids, bellmen and other 
employees of 14 hotels repre- 
sented by the Hotel Association 
of Washington, D.C., have been 
working without a contract since 


the old one expired Sept. 15. The 
union had threatened a strike just 
days before Thursday’s presidential 
inauguration, when Washington 
hotels are expected to be packed. 
Two of the hotels involved in the 
talks, the Washington Hilton and 
the Marriott Wardman Park, both 
host inaugural balls. 

Details of the proposal are not 
being publicly released until after 
the voting, but both the Association 
and the Unite Here union have said 
they are pleased. Published reports 
said workers will get a raise of 50 
cents an hour in the first year of the 
contract, and that the hotels backed 
off their demand that newly hired 
employees pay a portion of their

WIZARDS I Devin Brown scored 24 
points, Tony Parker added 23 and 
the San Antonio Spurs shut down 
Washington’s top scorers in a 
101-73 victory Monday, snapping 
the Wizards’ seven-game win- 
ning streak.

New England Remains 
The NFLs Team to Beat 


After dominating the 
Colts, Patriots favored 
to win in Pittsburgh 

FOOTBALL I Yes, the New England 
Patriots go to Pittsburgh to face a 
team that beat them in the regular 
season and has a 16-1 record with 
15 straight wins. 

But no, the Patriots probably 
won’t lose to the Steelers in next 
Sunday’s AFC title game. Nor are 
they likely to lose in the Super 
Bowl on Feb. 6, probably against 
Philadelphia. 

In fact, after winning two of the 
last three NFL titles, going 14-2 for 
the second straight season and shut- 
ting down Peyton Manning as no 
one has done since they did it a year 
ago, it makes you wonder what hap- 
pened in 2002, when the Patriots 
missed the playoffs at 9-7* 

Even with free-agent rookie 
Randall Gay, safety Asante Samuel 
and wide receiver Troy Brown at 
cornerback in place of the injured Ty 


Law and Tyrone Poole, Manning’s 
three star wide receivers could rare- 
ly get open. 

But it wasn’t all defense, especially 
after intermission during what coach 
Bill Belichick called “the best half 
we played this year.” Corey Dillon 
ran for 144 yards as New England 
had the ball for 38 minutes, limiting 
Manning’s opportunities. 

Dillon is probably the reason the 
Patriots are favored by three points 
on the road against the Steelers, very 
rare for a visitor in a championship 
contest. 

The spread also reflects the 
quarterback discrepancy.

‘Love’ Ain’t Pretty 


John Travolta lets it 
all hang out to play a 
depressed professor 

FILM I John Travolta’s father took 
him to see Fellini’s tragic fable “La 
Strada” when he was only 5. Forty- 
five years later, the experience of 
seeing the Italian drama still haunts 
and inspires the two-time Academy 
Award nominee. 

“I was devastated, because for the 
first time I realized that someone 
could die of loneliness or from a bro- 
ken heart and I knew I never wanted 
to break anyone’s heart or be broken- 


hearted,” Travolta recalled. It was 
just that fascination with the effects 
of loneliness that convinced the 50- 
year-old superstar to take the title 
role in the Southern gothic drama 
“A Love Song for Bobby Long.” 

Travolta plays a once-respect- 
ed literature professor who, con- 
sumed by a past tragedy, turns 
into a self-loathing alcoholic. As 
Bobby Long, he is grizzled and 
flabby, and his hair is gray and 
unruly.

MUSIC I After more than a decade 
of hit records and relentless tour- 
ing, Kenny Chesney climbed to the 
top of the country-music mountain 
last November when he claimed the 
entertainer of the year prize at the 
Country Music Association Awards.

“I’m still a country singer, but if 
you listen to the tracks of this record, 
I just wanted people [to feel like 
they were] on my boat when they 
heard it,” he said. “I didn’t necessar- 
ily want them to go to a honky-tonk.

Wireless and online 
devices make instant, 
constant interaction 

Christina Rainie had been trying to 
reach her date to a dance for three 
days. He wasn’t responding to her 
wireless text messages, online instant 
messages or cell phone calls. 

When the pair of University of 
Georgia freshmen finally did make 
contact, they argued — heated cell 
phone exchanges interspersed with 
apologetic text messages. 

A frustrated Rainie decided she 
no longer wanted him to be her date. 
“Three days? It’s like eternity!” she 
explained. 

For a generation accustomed 
to near-instantaneous keeping 
in touch — primarily via instant 
messaging, cell phones and e- 
mail — Rainie’s complaint doesn’t 
seem so far-fetched, especially since 
she and her generational peers are 
perfectly comfortable roaming in 
a social sphere where real face-to- 


face encounters take a backseat to 
cyber contact. 

“Digital devices are the social 
lubricant now,” said Derek White, 
an executive vice president at 
Alloy Inc., a youth marketing and 
research firm. 

“We can communicate with 


whoever we want — time and place 
doesn’t matter,” Chris Saribay, 17, 
of Hawaii, said. 

In addition to advanced cell 
phones, the Internet offers many 
additional means of instant commu- 
nication. And contrary to some per- 
ceptions, teens spend most of their 
time online communicating with 
people they know, not strangers. 


said Elisheva Gross, a psychology 
researcher at the Children’s Digital 
Media Center at the University of 
California at Los Angeles. 

Far from digging a social black 
hole, they are using high-tech means 
to maintain or expand their network 
of relationships. “It’s used to hang 
out with friends, relieve boredom, 
or flirt,” Gross said. 


Gabriel Goldstein, a freshman 
at James Madison University in 
Virginia, and his former high 
school girlfriend spent at least 90 
percent of their relationship typing 
messages over the Internet. 

“It’s fast and convenient,” the 
18 -year- old said. “It’s easier to say 
things that you might not want to 
say over the phone.” 


Rana Hanocka, a high school 
freshman in Norwalk, Conn., 
admits her conversations that start 
at school almost always continue 
online as soon as she gets home 
from school and parks herself in 
front of the computer. During the 
past summer, she kept up with doz- 
ens of her buddies in cyberspace. 

It’s not just with friends. 
Hanocka is closer to her 36 -year- 
old aunt in Brooklyn than she would 
ever have been without their thrice 
weekly instant message sessions. 

For Rana’s mother, Kayla 
Hanocka, as with many other par- 
ents, there’s no more leaving notes 
on refrigerators. 

“I just e-mail her,” Kayla 
Hanocka said, “or text message
